HE Honorable the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council has been pleased to direct, 
that the existing Regulations with regard to 
the im portation of Opium in the Island of Ja= 
va aad its dependencies, be rescinded from the 
Ist October next, and that the following take 
effect in lieu thereof. |: 

LTF he importation of Opium purchased 
at the Honorable Coïmpany’s Sales at Cal. 
cutta, is permitted at Batavia, Samarang and 
Sourahaya, but the sate of Opium is not per. 
mitted in less quaatitiesthán a whole chest, : 
and for consumption’ an the Island it can only — 
be, sold to the Farmers of Government. iele 

Ze duty of thirty Spanish dollars silver“ 
per chest will be levied on Opium imported 
at Batavia-and alt Opium having paid this 
duty at Batavia will be entitled on Certifcate — 
thereof to be imported at Samarang and Son. 
rabaya, or at the dependencies on Java, free 
of further duty—but no drawback will be * 
allowed under the Ztharticle of the Existing ’ 
Regulations of Imports at those Ports. 

3.—=Opium imperted direet at Samarang or 
Sourabaya, without previously paying import - 
duty at Batavia, will be-liabie to the general :

vanquished Buonaparte, We would fain hope 
that the story is unfounded; or at least that 
the pageant may have been got up by some 
Spaniards unknown to the Bnglishman.

tain it is, that nothing could be fancicd tess 
eorisistent with the excellent sense, and indeed 
the various ability manifestéd in the Marquis’s 
despatch on the state of Spain, so often ex.

Effects of the Catholic. Religion on the 
morats of the people, and state of the

FROM THE SAME. 


‘On Sunday I went to the Cathedral, to 
see the ceremouy of high “Mass. There is a 
pomp and splendourin the Catholic worship, 
when performed: ia a country where that re. 
ligion is established, which, like any other 
pugeant, dazzles for a moment, and conûânes 
the attention to the imposiag spectacle; but it 
is so different from any of our feelings of\ ren 
ligion, that the impression it makes upon us, 
differs little from that which the ‘best scenes 
ia a- theatre produce. On those, however, 
who, from early and repeated association, 
have connected these ceremonies with religious 
ideas, ánd with the strong, feelings of. ado- 


ration and gratitude, the effect produced must 


be very great, though [ should suspect very 
transient. TER ret 

* L have frequently visited this Church be. 
fore, and every time with such increased ad. 








miration, that Tam afraid to attempt a dea 
scription of it, from a consciousness of the 
difficulty to do justice to my own impressions. 
From the climate, itis necessary to exclude 
the heat, and of course the light; there are 
consequently but few windows, and those of 
painted glass, barely sufficient to give light 
enough to distinguish, on first entering, the 
various surrounding objects. This produces - 
a solemn effect on the high altar, wbich is 
brilliantly illuminated with wax-tapers of an 
enormous size.

$ My English ideas were not to be seduced 
by this imposing spectacle; and I could not 
refrain, after a few minutes, from calculating 
what portion of all that is valuable in man, 
of moral rectitude, of benevolent propeusity, 
and ef patience in adversity, is produced by 
all this costly machinery. ‚That some part of 
this machinery may be useful it would be un. 
Just to doubt; and rash must. that man be, 
who would hastily and inconsiderately level to 
the ground cven these supports, feeble as they 
aré, of the virtue and consolatiun of a whole 
people. The great distinction between the 
English Clergy and those of the Catholic 
Church, as well as some of our English sec. 
taries, is, that the former, in all their public 
services, strive chicfty to euforce practical 
virtue, while the latter lay the greatest stress 
on the adherence to their peculiar rites and 
doctrines. N 
‘< Religion in every couutry is calculated to 
produce an efect on manners as well as on 
morals. Fn England, among those who read 
but little or not at all, the effect is accom. 
plished by public preaching; but in Spain, 
where preaching is by no means-commou, the 
knowledge of Religion is kept alive by sensie 
ble representations of the events of the 
Gospel history. These are exhibited in the 
Churches, or the Calvarios, ou the days 
set apart for celebrating the leading facts 
of the Christian Religion, or on days-con. 


‘secrated to the memory of particular Saints, 


From these the peopte collect with’ toterabte 
accuracy the true accounts of the life and mie 
racles of our Saviour and his Apostles; but 
they receive with equal credit legends of Saints, 
which, from the manner in which they are 
taught, they cannot distinguish from “authene 
tic facts ; But virtue, which vught to form the 
ultimate object of all true religion, which elea 
vates man to the highest rank of beings, is left 
to the confessor to he impressed on the mind 
of the penitient. 
< Auricular confessian is but a poor substie 
tute for Public preaching; or rather, public 
teaching, which the Reformation introduced, 
is an excellent substitute for auricular con 
fession. The dignity of the pulpit makes re- 
proof more severe, denunciations more alarma 
ing, advice more powerful, and consolation 
more soothing; white the intimacy, and some. 
times the familiarity of auricular confession, 
makes the penitent feel but too forcibly that 
the spiritual guide has all the passions and 
weakness of those who rely on him. 
€ Ishould, however, be sorry to sce this 
practice abolished till some better were infroa * 
duéed in its stead ; for though it be obvious 
that the profligacy of the higher classes is not 
corrected by their Religion, and whatever doe 
minion they may allow their priests over their 
faith and their rituals, they allow them very 
little over their morals; yet, with the middle 
and lower ranks of society, who form the 
most virtuous and moral etass of the people, 
they have a ‘beneficial influence. With the 
higher order, the great struggle of the confose 
sor is to keep the mind free from doubts, to 
enforce submissian to the dogmas and ceremoa 
nies of the Church, and prevent the inroads of 
heresy. With the other classes there is no 
such task ; they never read books written by 
foreigners, nor ever converse with them ; they 
have no doubts on points of faith, no scrue 
ples in matters of cetemony; and the task of. 
the coafessor is more directly addressed ta the 
formation of the morál habits of sobriety, ho. 
nesty, and veracity. On these points they 
‚have evidently been successful ; for [ have nea 
ver been in any country where the mass of the 
people has approached the conduct of the Spana 
iards.in these respects. In chastity, as far as. 
1 can judge, they have nat been so successful. 
„Whether. the evil arise from the celibacy of the 
clergy, the voluptuous climate, or the remains 
of.

“Though the Spanish pezsantry. treat every 
man they meet with politeness; they expect an 
equal return of civility; and t@ pass them 
without the vsual expression, “* Vaja usted 
eon Dios,’ or saluting them without bestow. 
ing on them the title of Cabaleros, would be 
risking aa insult from people who, though 
civil and even polite, are nota little jealous 
of their claims to reciporcal attentions. I 


have been informed, that most of the do 


mestic virtues are strongly felt, and practised, 
by the pesantry; and that a vlegree of pa- 
rental, filtat, aud fraternal affection is obBerv. 
ed among them, which is exceeded in no other 
country. I have already said suffieient of 
their Religion ; it is a subject on which they 
feel the greatest pride. To suspect them of 


heresy, or of being descended from a Moor, 


or a Jew, would be the most unpardonable of 
all offences ; but their laxity with respect to 
matrimonial fidelity, it must be acknowledged, 
is a stain upon their character; which, though 
cammon, appears whòlly irreconcileable with 
the general morality of the Spanish character. 


They are usually fair and honorable in their” 


dealings ; and a foreigner is less subject to 
impositiou in Spain than in any other country 
Ï have visited. 

* Their generosity is great, as far a$ their 
means extend ; and many of òur countrymen 
have experienced it in rather a singular way. 
I have bêen told that, after the Revolution, 


“when Englishmen first began to travel in the 


Peninsula, many who had remained a few 
days atan Inn, on asking for their bill, at 
their departure, tearnt, to their great surprise, 
that some of the inhabitants, with friendly 
officivusness, had paid their reckoning,” and 
forbidden the host to cammunicate to his 
guests the persons to whose civility they were 
indebted. I knew one party myself to whom 
this occurred at Malaga: they were hurt at 
the circumstance, and strenuously urged the 
hist to take the amount of their bill, and 


give it to the person who had discharged it; 


bet he resolutely refused, and protestel he 
was iguorant of those who paid this compli. 
ment to Englishmen, It was common, if our 
countrymen went to a coffee.house, or an 
ice-housè, to discover, when-they rose to de. 
part, that their refreshment had been paid for 
by. some-one who had disappeared, and with 
whom they had not even exchanged a word. 
Ï am aware that these circumstances may be 


‘attributed to the warm feelings towards our 


country, which were thea excited hy univer. 
sal enthusiasm; but they are, nevertheless, 
the offspring of minds naturally generous 
noble.” jp. 337-341.
